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Work starts 
on 2012 
shooting 
venue 



HOARDINGS have gone up around 
Woolwich Common as work begins 
on the Olympic shooting and 
Paralympic archery venue. 

Temporary shooting ranges and seating 
stands are to be erected at The Royal 
Artillery Barracks and the northern part 
of Woolwich Common. 

The Barracks is the centre of the 
shooting events at the Olympics next 
summer, and the construction work 
which started last month is due for 
completion in January 2012. 

Three indoor ranges and an outdoor 
range are being built. 

The work is being undertaken by the 
Olympic Delivery Authority (ODA), 
which is responsible for the construction 
of the venues and infrastructure 
required for the London 2012 Games. 
Quarterly meetings about the 
programme are taking place for 
residents to voice their concerns. 

There are three events in shooting which 
will be held at the Woolwich site at the 
Games next summer: Pistol, Rifle and 
Shotgun competitions. 

In pistol and rifle events, competitors 
fire at a target from a set distance within 
an enclosed range. The shotgun event 
comprises of athletes firing at a moving 
clay target at a variety of distances. 

The Paralympic Archery event consists 
of Standing and Wheelchair events. 
Athletes compete by firing at a target 
from a 70m distance at an outdoor range. 
There is so far one change to traffic flow

LAST Saturday 
I visited the 
Farmers’ Market 
being held at 
Halstow Primary 
School (near 
Westcombe Park 
station, 10am to 
3pm). The market 
is being run by The 
City & Country 
Farmers’ Markets, 
who run about ten 
markets in London 
and the South East 
and aim to bring 
fresh local produce 
to as many areas 
as they can. 

The market 
was previously 
run at the East 
Greenwich 
Pleasaunce and at 
Halstow Primary, 
but it has not 
been successful 
enough to become 
a permanent local 
fixture. As none 
of the markets 
in the centre of 
Greenwich sell 
fresh produce, I 
was very excited 
to visit this one as 
I would normally 
have to go to 
Borough Market 
or to the Sunday 
Farmer’s Market in 
Blackheath. 
Walking into the 
playground I was 
very pleased to 
see a good variety 
of cold food 
stalls (and a few 
hot) selling fruit 
and veg, cakes, 
meat (including 
game), pies, olives, 
fresh juices, 
cheese (cow and 
goat!) and bread. 
Unfortunately, 
there was no fish 
stall and this was a 
disappointment as 
I had been hoping 
to get some for 



my dinner that 
night. I left with 
vegetables, eggs 
and sauces instead. 
However, there 
was overall a 
good variety of 
stalls as well 
some specialised 
ones like the 
stall selling chilli 
sauces, preserves 
and marmalades. 

I also enjoyed my 
sausage bap and I 
did not break the 
bank like I do at 
Borough Market! 
These kind of 
markets need 
good local support 
to survive, 
and I was a bit 
concerned about 
the slow arrival of 
customers if it is 
to last. Borough 
Market and the 
markets in central 
Greenwich thrive 
on a lot of passing 
trade and tourists, 
whereas this local 
market need its 
community and 
some good local 
advertising to 
survive. I was very 
pleased to see that 
CCFM did two 
leaflet drops in 
the local area and 
that there have 
been adverts in 
this publication, 
but they could 
do with some 
better signage on 
Woolwich Road 
and they should 
be promoting the 
market more in 
the local press 
and through local 
blogging sites. 
Support your local 
Farmers’ Market 
and one of your 
local schools if you 
can!

Circular Way is now 
closed, and it will be shut until 
December 2012, which means it will no 
longer be available for parking. 

Access to Queen Elizabeth Hospital 
will remain via Stadium Road and 
will be accessible by Shooters Hill 
Road or Charlton Park Lane, and the 
hospital will remain fully operational 
throughout the 2012 Games. 

The build has made it necessary to 
remove 50 trees from the site. However 
the Olympic Delivery Authority has 
tried to ensure as few trees as possible 


are removed and will be replanting 75 
trees in their place after the Games 
have finished. 

To make sure that the venue is safe 
for athletes, officials and the public, 
London 2012 is working with safety 
advisers and the Ministry of Defence. 
There will also be a safety exclusion 
zone in place at the venue.

The fire engine followed for 30,000 miles 



NAH, NAH, NAH, NAH: the fire engine travelling through China

THE crew of a fire engine 
that raised more than 
£100,000 in a round-the- 
world charity drive was 
due to arrive back in 
Greenwich in triumph on 
Sunday - and there wasn’t 
a firefighter among them. 

The gruelling 30,000-mile 
‘Follow That Fire Engine’ 
expedition that started in the 
borough was also in line for a 
Guinness World Record. 

One of the intrepid team was 
33-year-old James Morrow, a 
golf professional who lives 
in New Eltham. He spoke to 
GT from the mountains in 
southern Spain last Tuesday. 

“We drove all the way up 
from Morocco about eight 
o’clock yesterday morning 
till about half past one this 
morning, so it’s been a long 
day!” said James. “It’s been 
wonderful and has gone very, 
very well. We’ve been on the 
road for almost nine months 
and we’re approaching 30,000 
miles after going across the 
African continent in the last 
four or five days, hitting our 
27th country as well. 

“They’ve all been long days 
because you go to Google 
Maps and it says it’ll take you 
four hours to get to a place but 
it’s double that in a fire engine 
going about 80km an hour, but 
it’s all good fun!” 

The awe-inspiring expedition 
was dedicated to the memory 
of Garth Moore, who died aged 
63 in July, 2009, after a brave 
battle with lung cancer. 

His son Steve - who covered 
every mile of the trip - led the 
team that was self-funded so 
that all the money will go to 
MacMillan Cancer Support, 
The Fire Fighters Charity and 


the Roy Castle Lung Cancer 
Foundation. 

There were 25 crew members 
in all, with groups covering 
different stages. James 
clocked up “four to five 
months”, starting in Moscow 
and crossing the Gobi Desert 
in Mongolia. “The reactions 
we got were amazing. 
Everybody was very friendly - 
once they’d got over the shock 
of seeing us! We were offered 
accommodation and people 
let us put our tents up in their 
gardens. 

“We got great media coverage 
in Australia and New Zealand, 
and in the States they were 
amazing - everyone really 
got behind it. You start to 
see a lot of good in people all 
over the world, from Third 
World countries to Russia 
and America. It was quite a 
humbling experience when so 
many different people want to 


help you out.” 

The trip took two years to 
plan while Garth Moore was 
still alive. “It became his son 
Steve’s life and it’s become 
all our lives over these last 
nine months,” said James. 
“The Gobi Desert, where we 
had to dig ourselves out, was 


probably the most difficult 
bit, especially as we had no 
showers or amenities.”

Switch on 
for digital TV 

RESIDENTS and businesses still have 
a few months to get ready for the UK 
switchover to digital television. 

Digital TV, which is being installed across 
the country, will give a stronger signal 
and the technology can provide for new 
services like local TV, high definition TV 
and wireless broadband. So you need to 
start looking at what equipment you have. 
Almost any TV can be converted - even 
a black and white one - as long as you 
have a digital box. Electrical retailers can 
advise what’s best for you, and there’s a 
help scheme for anyone over 75 and for 
eligible groups of people with disabilities. 
Transmitters in the central part of the 
country started to switch over last week 
but London isn’t scheduled to convert 
until 2012. There will be special guidance 
for businesses at that time, if you just 
follow the links on the website.

'Stitches' need to be moved 
to Greenwich town centre 


I ATTENDED the Stitches in Time 
book launch at the Greenwich Heritage 
Centre in Woolwich; it was a great 
success. It is the third time that I have 
seen the embroideries and once again I 
was taken by how absolutely stunning 
they are. 

When the embroideries were first put on 
show, I spoke to a Greenwich 
councillor who was present about why 
they were not exhibited in 
Greenwich at, say, the Visitors’ Centre, 
so that more people would see 
them. 

He said that the council had decided 
to leave them at the Heritage Centre to 
encourage people to visit Woolwich. In 
my view, this has not proved to be the 
outcome. Very few people that I have 
spoken to have either seen the 
embroideries or know anything about 
them. 

The embroideries have not been 
publicised properly. Even when a 
visitor does go to the Arsenal to see 
them, it is so badly sign-posted 
that it is hard to find the Heritage 
Centre. 

The embroideries are exquisite. With 
the Olympic Games taking place in 
Greenwich in 2012, the embroideries 
should be moved to a more central 
place, and then promoted. Hardly 
anyone from the borough has seen 
them, let alone visitors from other parts 
of the country or from abroad. 
Realistically, people are not going 
to flock to the relatively inaccessible 
Heritage Centre without a really 
effective publicity campaign. 

The embroideries should be published 
at the Visitors’ Centre, the Maritime 
Museum, Greenwich docks, the Royal 
Observatory, etc., as well as in schools 
and colleges. They deserve to be seen!

PATIENTS’ records at the 
QE hospital in Woolwich 
and sister hospitals across 
South London Healthcare 
NHS Trust are currently 
being streamlined to 
improve confidentiality and 
security.

Last call for census 


SUNDAY, March 27, was national Census 
day, and over 60 per cent of Londoners have 
already filled in their forms. Greenwich 
residents who haven’t filled in their national 
census form yet might get a home visit from 
an official collector, offering some help. 

You must complete the 32-page purple and 
white document by law. If your household 
ignores the form, it will reduce the amount 
of money which comes into the borough to 
help to fund the vital local services. Anyone 
who refuses, or just can’t be bothered, 
could face a fine. But don’t wait for a 
collector to call, you can get help to fill in 
your census form. Drop into any borough 
library, a Greenwich Council neighbourhood 
office, children’s centre, or Crown 
Buildings, which is the town hall annexe at 
the bottom of Woolwich New Road. Ask for 
help from any member of staff. And don’t 
forget to take your census-form with you.

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War on waste 

Pupils think green to reduce 
lunch time packaging

ST Thomas More Catholic Primary 
pupils are people who do lunch - in an 
environmentally-friendly way! 

A group of 30 Year 4 children at the school 
in Eltham’s Appleton Road set out to prove it 
earlier this month. 

For starters, they warmed everyone up with 
a special assembly on the theme of: “Recycle, 
re-use and reduce”. 

Letters had gone out to parents and carers 
that Tuesday, April 5, was Challenge Day, 
and GT was there when the keen and green 
class descended on the dining hall. 

They were awarding stickers to everyone 
and points for recyclable/re-useable packed 
lunch carriers. Pupils who had school meals 
were awarded five, four and three for “clean 
plate”, “almost clean” and “only a little left”. 

They then used special geography lessons 
to plot a computer graph for the class with 
the highest score, awarding each pupil there 
with a re-usable box, containing a recycled 
pen, along with some sweets to “reduce” in 
their mouths! 

Class teacher Mrs Tuong-Van Kennedy, who 
worked alongside geography specialist Ruth 
Wheeler, told GT: “Ruth’s project is not about 
‘just talking’. It’s ‘putting into action’ .” 


Ruth Wheeler told us: “Year 4 children are 
not going to stop there. 

“They are writing to Greenwich Council 
to request a compost bin for the school, so 
our fruit and vegetable waste can help grow 
plants in the playground.” 

Peter Finlay, the headteacher at the 204- 
pupil school, said: “The children have learned 
a great deal. These pupils are passionate 
about cutting down on waste.” 

Katie, aged nine, from Year 4, told us: “I 
always try to re-use plastic bottles for drinks 
and, when I’m writing, I use both sides of the 
paper. 

Her classmate Leonardo, also aged nine, 
remembered Greenwich Council’s “green, 
blue, black” bin recycling campaign. 

He added: “At first, I used to have to check 
with the diagram in the newspaper to see 
what we could put in each bin. Now I know. “ 

Charlie, also nine, said: “Results have been 
good. And here’s some headlines you could 
use in your newspaper: ‘We are a small school 
with big ideas’ and ‘Don’t be a meanie - be a 
greenie’ .” 

Lucy, aged nine, was one of an impressive 
number of pupils awarded five points for her 
clean school dinner-plate. 

She said: “I chose something I didn’t like - 
peas, to go with my chicken lunch - but I ate 
them anyway. This has made me THINK!”

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Pokemon face 

Eltham lad Luke wins two regional trading card 
contests and is ranked second in the country

HERE’S a question for GT’s younger 
readers: How do you get 50 Pikachus 
on a bus? 

Simple - you poke ‘em on. 

Luckily, Eltham’s Luke Campbell-Lowe 
had more than a handful of naff dad- 
jokes in his armoury when he won a 
brace of Pokemon tournaments last 
month. 

Poker-whatwasthat? It’s a Japanese 
trading-card game, whose name roughly 
translates as ‘pocket monsters’. 

There are thousands of different cards 
to collect, and each one has a critter on 
it with strengths and weaknesses, and 
skillful players utilise both. 

The annual Pokemon Trading Card 
Game regional tournaments took place 
throughout March. 

Luke took on the country’s best players 
and had the tactical nous to outwit 
his contemporaries at contests in 
Manchester and Bournemouth, where he 
came away with the TWO top prizes. 

And if that wasn’t enough he got a 
couple of second place prizes too, 
when he travelled to competitions in 
Nottingham, and then back on his home 
turf in London. 

Not surprisingly, 10-year-old Luke is a 
highly rated - and feared - Pokemon 
player on the national circuit. 

There are three age categories for 
entrants, Juniors (0-11), Seniors (11-15) 
and Masters (16+). Luke is ranked second 
in the Junior category for the whole of 
the country. 

And his rise through the ranks has given 
him the shot of taking on the world’s 
best at the Pokemon Trading Card Game 
World Championships in San Diego, 

USA. 

Luke is in with a good chance of getting 
the green light to fly to America in 
August. 

There are 50 places available for entrants 
from across Europe, and with Luke’s 
lofty position he stands a good chance

Ian Fotheringham, 
coordinator of the UK 
Pokermon league told GT: 

“Luke’s got a really good 
chance at the UK Nationals of 
winning himself a place at San 
Diego. 

“The cards appeal to 
youngsters because they 
like the characters - they are 
attractive things to collect. And 
it’s a great game which stays 
fun and competitive, which is 
not always easy to do. In the 
tournaments we make sure that 
the bottom-placed players have as 
much fun as the winners.”

The three girls, Amelia, 
Maddy and Alanah, baked 
and sold 120 cupcakes to 
raise the cash for research 
into a new treatment for 
choroideremia - a rare eye 
condition which affects 
Amelia’s ten-year old 
brother Tommy 
Amelia told GT: “It was 
such fun making the cakes 
and our friends at school 
were delighted to be able 


to buy them at break time. 

I have been chosen to go 
on the school Charity 
Committee this year so 
I am thinking of others 
ways I can help Tommy and 
all the other people with 
choroideremia.” 

There is currently no 
cure for choroideremia, 
but researchers are 
investigating potential new 
gene therapy treatments. 

A charity has been set 
up in Amelia’s brother’s 
name to help sufferers of 
the condition. The Tommy 
Salisbury Choroideremia 
Committee has so far, raised 
over £175,000.

When all the bids are received, the property is then offered to: 

For properties advertised for band A and band B - 

the applicant who has had this priority status for the longest time. 

For properties advertised for band C applicants - 

the applicant who has been registered on the Council’s list for the 

longest time. 


Band 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including people 
moving due to demolition and those underoccupying 
their homes. 

B is for applicants the council must prioritise according to 
the law, particularly homeless people, and others with an 
urgent need to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including those 
that are in priority bands A and B. 


How do I apply? 


Get on the list 

O First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme. 

If you’re not, get an application form by phoning the Access and Allocations 
Section on 020 8921 2941. Or pick up a form from any neighbourhood office.

London legends 

After announcing their split in 2009 , Chas and Dave have 
embarked on one last tour which stops at the \ndigo2 next week. 
Chas looks back on their career in a candid interview with Scene

AFTER three decades 
^ W on the road, the curtain 

is closing on one of 
London’s most iconic 
▼ duos. 

Chas and Dave founded a genre with 
their blend of East London slang 
and piano driven rock on songs like 
Rabbit and Gertcha. 

There is time for one last knees- 
up before they go - the pair have 
embarked on a final UK tour this 
year, which stops off at The Indigo2 
on April 18. 

Chas - born Charles Nicholas Hodges 
- told Scene that the split was born 
out of personal circumstance. 

“Dave retired just over a year ago 
after his wife died, and as we all 
know, when you get grief close to you, 
everything else goes out the window,” 
he said. 

“But then as the months went on we 
decided that we should do one final 
tour.”

Unfairly, the duo has been labelled 
as a novelty act over the years. 

Which denigrates from the pair’s fine 
musicianship and deft touch with pop 
melody and structure. 

Chas started his career in the early 1960s 
as a session musician, first touring with 
Jerry Lee Lewis and Gene Vincent. 

“I started out playing bass in the 
Outlaws, and went on the road with 
Jerry as part of his backing band,” he 
said. “He was my hero back then and an 
early highlight of my career. Watching 
him every night was where I really 
started to learn the piano. Then we 
backed Gene Vincent, before I joined 
Cliff Bennett and the Rebel Rousers.” 
The list of bands on the musician’s CV is 
staggering. 

“I toured with the Beatles - they even 
wrote a song for us,” Chas added. “Paul 
took us in a studio and recorded it. I 
then went to America with a band called 
Heads Hands and Feet. 

“All this time I had known Dave, and I’d 
been doing sessions all the way through 
as a bassplayer.” 

The pair weren’t yet playing together, 
but as a seasoned session musician 
Chas was multi-instrumentalist. He 
was able to bring his less experienced

friend into the fray by handing over the 
comparatively easy bass guitar. 

“When me and Dave got together I 
decided to go on to piano and give up 
the bass,” Chas says. “So consequently 
I wrote Dave in and started getting 
sessions for the two of us.” 

And the roll call of sessions that the pair 
undertook leaves even Chas himself 
struggling to remember. 

“I forget half of them,” he jokes - 
“sometimes people will have to play 
them to me, and I’ll say ‘Oh yeah, that 
does sound like me!”’ 

A tune the pair played on was famously 
re-aired when Eminem sampled it for his 
breakthrough single My Name Is. 

It was taken from a session for a Labi 
Siffre tune called I Got The. 

Although the session work was 
enjoyable and well paid, the pair were 


hankering after a group of their 
own. It was in the early 1970s that 
Chas came up with the idea for the 
authentic English sound that would 
become known as ‘Rockney’. 

‘I got the plan when I was playing in 
America with Heads Hands and Feet 
and I was singing in an American 
accent. I just started to think: this 
is wrong, I’ve got to do something 
where I’m being myself. 

‘When I got back to England I went 
on piano permanently and put the 
idea to Dave. He was up for it, and so 
that was the start of Chas and Dave. 
It was only when we got together 
with Dave that the creations started 
coming out.” 

As the principle writer, Chas began 
jotting down ideas and came up with 
the duo’s first big hit, Gertcha in 
1979. The band became synonymous 
with tunes like Rabbit and Snooker 
Loopy, but there was much more 
the group than knockabout Cockney 
anthems. 

“My favourite song of ours is Ain’t 
No Pleasing You,” Chas says. “It was 
thought out over a few months. It was 
written by me - with the approval of 
Dave. I came up with some words - 1 
didn’t know where they came from at 
first - but they seemed to work. The 
words actually came from the situation 
of my brother splitting up with his wife, 
which I didn’t realise at the time, funnily 
enough. 

“Not only am I proud of the song, but it’s 
universally sung everywhere we go. It’s 
a great ballad. There are more of those 
type of tunes on the albums that people 
are still discovering. When we first came 
out people thought it was gonna be 
Gertcha and Rabbit all the time.” 

So does it bother him that they are only 
known for the Rockney stuff? 

“No. I think if people don’t get it it’s 
their hard luck, and I look down on them 
if they think Chas and Dave are only 
doing the knees-up stuff. All the people 
I respect love our stuff. They are the 
people that are important to us. 

“If people dub us ‘professional Cockneys’ 
then they’re not getting us, and it’s their 
hard luck. If you put an album of ours on 
and you can’t say it’s good then there’s 
something wrong with your musical 
taste.”

Brave choice 
at the theatre 

NOEL COWARD’S eponymous 
musical revue, Cowardy Custard 
comes to Greenwich Theatre 
later this month. 

It’s the story of his life and works told 
through music and cabaret, and was one 
of the last shows he was involved in before 
his death. 

First staged in 1 972, it hits the theatre on 
Crooms Hill on April 26, and runs until 
April 30. It’s effectively Noel Coward’s 
Greatest Hits, featuring snippets and 
songs from his plays. Lead cast member 
Kit Hesketh told Scene: “It’s not so much 
a character based play - it’s a revue, 
and the first of its kind as a side-by-side 
compilation show. It’s a ‘top hits of Noel’ - 
and some lesser known songs.” 

The piece is interspersed with parts of 
his diaries and press notices about the 
playwright. 

“It vaguely follows the arc of his life,” Kit 
adds. “It’s got all the crown jewels in there 
- Mad Dogs and Englishmen, Mad About 
the Boys, The Stately Homes of England- 
they’re all in there.” 

Coward also wrote and appeared in films 
like Close Encounters and The Italian Job.

And Cowardy Custard is a precursor to 
many of the sketch shows over the years. 
“The revue format set the template for 
things like the Fast Show. Nothing in this 
show lasts for more than three or four 
minutes, then there is a change of mood, a 
lightning set change or a different song, so 
it is like a sketch show.” 

Is it a format that may make the piece 
more accessibly to those who are not 
seasoned theatre-goers? “I think so,” Kit 
adds. “Not only is it very, very funny, but 
there are these two young kids who dance 
around - because I’m too old for that - and 
they came to Coward as a completely new 
generation. So it’s very reassuring to know 
that we’re not just being maudlin and 
affectionate about a dead old giant, and 
that he is still very much alive.”

# SOMEONE is 
responsible. 
Someone must 
take the blame. 
Somewhere there 
must be answers... 

Oranges and Sunshine’s 
title is a wilfully misleading 
juxtaposition. 

Jim Loach’s directorial debut 
is a powerful, sombre account 
of an appalling - and yet little- 
known injustice. 

In 1986, a young social worker 
from Nottingham, Margaret 
Humphreys stumbled upon 
a generation of lost children. 
Shortly after the Second 
World War, almost 130,000 
infants were torn away 
from their families, told that 
their parents were dead and 
systematically deported to 
Australia. 

Expecting a life of sunshine 
and oranges, they were more 
often than not physically 
and emotionally abused by 
their carers. Humphreys, 
overwhelmed by the sheer 
hopeless isolation began the 
herculean task of trying to 


reunite lost families. 

Played by Emily Watson, 
Humphreys and her 
impossibly understanding 
and sympathetic husband 
Merv (Richard Dillane) 
find themselves inexorably 
dragged deeper and deeper 
into an bottomless emotional 
quagmire at the increasing 
cost of their personal and 
family life. 

“I’ve given you my mother”, 
Margaret’s young son 
laments to one of the victims 
at an emotionally charged 
Christmas party. Tired 
from the travel, emotionally 
drained by their suffering 
and blocked at every turn 
by faceless bureaucrats, 
Margaret cracks and suffers a 
breakdown. 

Watson is her usual 
competent self, 
undemonstrative, restrained 
and lacking fuss, trying 
desperately to remain 
restrained and professional 
but failing miserably. The 
scenes with her own family 
whom she increasingly 


neglects are particularly 
poignant. Yet somehow, 
she fails to engage, lacking 
emotional depth and not 
entirely convincing. 

The victims are more 
persuasive: Hugo Weaving is 
sensitive and fragile radiating 
emptiness and emotionally 
lost. David Wenham is 
equally strong. 

Where Weaver is open, 
Wenham is closed, overly 
calm and ready to explode, 
both appalled by yet addicted 
to the seminary from where 
he was raised. 

Director Loach plays it safe 
on his debut, choosing to 
duck the movie’s more 
controversial moments 
such as responsibility and 
blame. The bureaucrats 
escape with “we did what 
we thought right”, the 
seminary brothers respond 
with silence and frowns. 

In 2010, some 23 years after 
Margaret’s initial encounter, 
the governments of Great 
Britain and Australia 
finally acknowledged their 


respective roles and issued 
an official apology. Yet to 
date, no individuals have 
been identified, questioned 
or charged and now almost 
certainly, never will. 

A generation of children 
remain lost, isolated and 
without justice. 

A challenging but worthwhile 
night out. 7/10

Launch of the Greenwich Embroideries book

THE threads of the Greenwich 
community were drawn tight- 
er when a crowd of over 100 
turned up for a special event. 

It was the grand launch of 
‘Stitches in Time’, the illustrated 
story of the making of eight 
panels of embroidery to celebrate 
2,000 years of borough history. 

The event took place at the 
Greenwich Heritage Centre on the 
Woolwich Arsenal, where different 
sections of the needlework tour- 
de-force are now on perpetual 
display, for general visitors and 
school parties to wonder at. 

The Greenwich Millennium 
Embroideries - depicting 
everything from Celtic and 
Roman times to the 20th century 
- are summed up in the book as “a 
joyous victory for women’s art.” 

The four-year community project 
was started by a dedicated group 
of enthusiasts who were meeting 
every Friday at the old Greenwich 
Borough Museum in Plumstead 
High Street. They worked under 
the guidance of Blackheath-born 
Maureen Black, who originally 
studied painting, lithography 
and embroidery at Goldsmiths 
School of Art, and who later 
founded Greenwich Printmakers’ 
Association. 

Maureen, who travelled from 
her Brighton home for the book 
launch, told everyone: “Perhaps 
today is the final stitch of the 
saga!” 

She added: “There seem to be 
so many threads to it - not just 
embroidery, but also the people 
who have been involved ...strong, 
silken and woollen threads.” 

Maureen, like the book, paid 
tribute to the late Beverley 
Burford, the first manager of 
Greenwich Heritage Centre, who 
got the project off the ground when 
she was Curator of the Borough 
Museum. Beverley wasn’t able to 



complete the embroidered tree 
she started, but she was able to 
see all eight finished panels before 
she died in 2006. 

The 117-page illustrated book 
has been compiled by Mary- 
Jane Cattle from the team 
of needlewomen and Audrey 
Ringrose, a friend and neighbour 
who is primarily a community 
playwright. 

Audrey told everyone: “I have 
never stitched a spangle or 
drawn a thread” , but speakers 
paid tribute to her expertise in 


helping her co-editor Mary-Jane 
to convert the available evidence - 
including the embroidery group’s 
attendance register - into the 
story of the project. 

Mayor of Greenwich Barbara 
Barwick, who attended the launch 
party, told guests: “I have always 
been passionate about Greenwich 
- but this makes me more 
passionate when you see how 
much is packed into these panels.” 

She added: “I can’t wait to start 
looking at the book.”

Taxi trek 
fundraiser 

INTREPID Greenwich resident Adam 
Fenton and two friends are thinking 
small - to raise big money for charity. 
They plan to take part in a two-week 
“junket” of small vehicles called 
mototaxis in May, racing from 
Puno in Southern Peru to Ayabaca 
in the north of the country, near the 
Ecuadorian border. 

They’ll be doing the challenge to 
raise money for a world-wide charity 
called Practical Action. It uses simple 
technology to try to transform lives, 
and one of its current projects involves 
helping farmers in Peru. 

Adam and his friends Avi Bagchi and 
Moira Eyres believe that their journey 
will take them across some of the least 
hospitable geography on earth. They 
may also reach altitudes of up to 4,500 
metres. 

Adam, 31, who works in computers, is 
an occasional cyclist who has pedaled 
through Greenwich Park. 

He says: “There’s a big hill in the 
park, but it’s not quite the Andes 
mountain-range! ” 

He also points out that they’ll 
be racing in “the smallest, most 
impractical vehicle available in the 
continent of South America.” 

He’s only seen pictures of it so far. 

He explained: “Imagine a couple 
of motorbikes then stick an old 
uncomfortable sofa on the back 
of them and you end up with a 
mototaxi!” 

The three are calling themselves “The 
Incaredibles”. 

Adam told us: “Our challenge, 
although extremely difficult, and 
dangerous in parts, is off-beat and fun 
in its impracticalities.”

Pupils join council street cleaners 
for big tidy up challenge

EAGLE-EYED litter-pickers from 
Eltham Hill Technology College for 
Girls worked alongside council staff 
to fill 14 hags with freshly-discarded 
street-waste - within hours of the 
workers doing their daily morning- 
sweep. 

The rubbish thrown away was mainly 
food and drink containers and cigarette 
packets and stubs. 

The special patrol by pupils and other 
volunteers went out from their college up 
to the cross-roads by the parish church 
and back. 

It was part of Eltham Hill pupils’ ongoing 
commitment to a challenge called “The 
Big Tidy up”, part of the “Keep Britain 
Tidy” campaign. 

Sharon Swan, the college’s Action on 
Waste Co-ordinator, told GT: “The girls 
were astonished by the amount of litter 
collected.” 

She added: “We were accompanied by a 
representative from the council and two 
of the team who sweep Eltham Hill on a 
regular basis. 

“We hope that this demonstration by 
our students will encourage others to 
dispose of litter responsibly.” 

The pupils, from Years 7 and 8, plan to 
repeat the exercise again soon, hoping to 
see a big improvement. 

Sharon told us: “Over 22,000 community 
groups nationally have already signed up 
for the Big Tidy Up campaign. 

“Our students wanted to be involved 
because they were concerned about the 


amount of litter being dropped in the 
streets and the sometimes incorrect 
assumption that young people were to 
blame for this. 

“We felt that, if young people were 
seen participating in campaigns such as 
this, it would encourage all members of 
the community to think twice before 
dropping litter.” 

Eltham Hill Technology College for Girls 
have set up an accredited programme - 
complete with illustrated website - called 
“Action on Waste”. 

Their aim is to promote the message of 
“reduce, reuse and recycle” in school. 

A total of 17 students, two staff members 
and one governor attended one day’s 
training last autumn to work with an 
environmental charity called “Global 
Action Plan”, which is encouraging 
community groups, businesses, charities 
and schools across the country to do their 
bit to reduce the amount of landfill waste. 

The team also carried out a “waste 
audit” to measure how much their school 
is producing, and how well it’s recycling. 
They’re planning to do another report at 
the end of this year. 

The Global Action Plan charity has 
also shown them how to make colourful 
wallets from one-litre juice cartons. 
These are often covered in wax and lined 
with foil which cannot be recycled. 

The “Action on Waste” team is also 
encouraging pupils, staff, parents and 
governors to recycle their dead batteries 
at the school.

New job clubs help locals into employment 


A NEW all-supportive club to get 
Greenwich job-seekers up the last 
rung of the ladder to employment is 
launching in Eltham on May 3. 

It’s the first Work Club in the borough 
for up to 12 people, and it will run from 
10.30am until 12.30pm every Tuesday for 
12 weeks in the Teen Zone at the Eltham 
Centre library in Archery Road. 

Sister-clubs are due to start the week 
after on Mondays. The one at Plumstead 
Library in Plumstead High Street will 
run from 10.30am until 12.30pm, and the 
other will be at Abbey Wood Library in 
Eynsham Drive from 2pm until 4pm. 

By mid-summer, there will be a fourth 
club running at Greenwich Council’s new 
Woolwich Centre in Wellington Street, 
which is due to open its doors in July. 

It’s hoped that other clubs will be set up 
later in Charlton and in East Greenwich. 

Greenwich is one of the first boroughs 
to pilot the new-look approach to helping 
people who are “almost there” - having 
drafted a CV and gone through some 
appropriate training - to get a job. 


The Work Clubs, which have 
government support, are being launched 
by GLLaB, the Greenwich local labour 
and business initiative, in partnership 
with Library Services, Jobcentre Plus 
and Volunteer Centre Greenwich. 

Each club session will offer a chance 
to use the library’s computers and 
newspapers for job searching, as well 
as enabling people to network with each 
other. Expert advisors will also be on 
hand to give help and advice. 

And there’ll be regular speakers from 
organisations like Greenwich Community 
College and the Volunteer Centre 
Greenwich. There will be workshops in 
topics like CV writing and marketing 
your talents, and ‘mock’ interviews to 
polish interview techniques. 

Jobseekers will also have access to other 
support services like welfare rights, 
financial advice, and the borough’s 
Family Information Service (FIS).

IN clement conditions, 
which nailed the lie that it 
always rains in (Greater) 
Manchester, Oldham (15th) 
and Charlton (12th) col- 
laborated in what we once 
wearily endured as end-of- 
season fare served up by 
mid-table sides with little 
interest left in the season. 

These days, the inspired in- 
troduction of play-offs at both 
ends of the league has made 
the meaningful fixture all but 
redundant though these rag-tag 
sides slipped through the cracks 
to roll back the years. 

To be fair, though, it wasn’t re- 
ally all that bad. And of the two 
Athletics, it was Charlton who 
ended up more pleased with their 
point. They dug in stoutly for 55 
minutes after skipper Christian 
Dailly was sent off, survived 
numerous scrapes and emerged 
with a little something to show 
for their honest toil. 

Dailly’s third dismissal of the 
season was indisputable. The 
victim of a dangerously high 
kick from Reuben Reid, he bone- 
headedly retaliated two yards 
from a referee, who awarded 
him a free kick and proceeded 
to book Reid. As a vastly experi- 
enced professional, he will need 
no reminding that his bang-to- 
rights offence was impossible 
to defend. With a five-game ban 
looming, Dailly’s season is effec- 
tively over. 

Faced with a morale-sapping 
handicap, manager Chris Pow- 
ell responded sensibly. On came 
centre back Jonathan Fortune 
to replace wide left midfielder 
Therry Racon, himself the lucky 
recipient of a yellow card for 


almost disembowelling tricky 
winger Chris Taylor. Backs-to- 
the-wall was clearly the revised 
order of the day. 

Before his premature depar- 
ture, Racon wasted Charlton’s 
best chance of the game. Sent 
clear of a pursuing posse by the 
combination of Paul Benson’s 
quickwitted backheel and Bra- 
dley Wright-Phillips perceptive 
through pass, the midfielder 
shot on the run but was foiled by 
Dean Brill’s grasp of angles and 
prudently outstretched leg. 

For the low-key Latics, mean- 
while, Oumara Tounkara was 
inches short of contact with Tay- 
lor’s hard-driven cross after Reid 
had neatly eluded the attentions 
of rock-like Gary Doherty. 

Dailly’s dismissal dictated the 
flow of one-way second half traf- 
fic in the direction of impressive 
debutant John Sullivan’s goal. A 
minute after the break, left back 
Cedric Evina danced brilliantly 
through three challenges, drew 
a bead on the far corner with a 
firm low crosshot, which Sul- 
livan, at full length, tipped to 
safety. 

With the tide threatening to 
engulf the depleted visitors, 
Michael Stewart resourcefully 
scraped Reid’s shot-cum-cen- 
tre off the line, before Ritchie 
Jones’ stooping header sent Evi- 
na’s cross narrowly too high. 
Jones tried again with a fierce 
25-yard drive inches wide of the 
left post. 

There was no respite for the 
Addicks, with Evina forcing an- 
other plunging save from Sulli- 
van with a ferocious shot. Centre 
back Jean- Yves M’Voto followed 
by squandering two headed 


chances, the first glanced weakly 
wide, the second incredibly nod- 
ded into Sullivan’s hands from 
five yawning yards. 

The pressure was relentless 
but the Addicks showed, as at 
Bournemouth recently, that they 
are capable of bloodyminded re- 
sistance at times. An admirable 
obstinacy sustained them, with 
strikers Benson and Wright- 
Phillips selflessly dedicating 
themselves to the common cause 
of defence. Scott Wagstaff lent 
determined support to Chris Sol- 
ly’s grim battle with the elusive- 
ness of Taylor, Doherty defend- 
ed heroically while Jose Semedo, 
upon inheriting the captain’s 
armband from Dailly, led dog- 
gedly from the front. 

Under the 10-man circumstanc- 
es, this was a satisfactory re- 
sult but certainly no more than 
that. Although Oldham would 
cheerfully concede that they 
belong among League One’s 
lightweights, their two draws 
with Charlton feature among 
regular setbacks at the hands of 
sides it’s charitable to describe 
as moderate. Fact is, Charlton 
haven’t been good enough. Not 
nearly good enough.
